2. CARIBBEAN TRIP: UPI IN ROUNDUP STORY FROM WASHINGTON SAYS 
ADMINISTRATION MAKING "HIGH-LEVEL EFFORT THIS WEEK TO CARRY ITS 
HUMAN RIGHTS MESSAGE TO SOUTH AMERICA." STORY COVERS TRIPS OF 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG, ASST, SECY. TODMAN, PATRICIA DERIAN, AMB. 
LOWENSTEIN... NEWSDAY EDITORIAL AUG.8 SAID DESPITE "OBVIOUS 
ECONOMIC AND STRATEGIC REALITIES NO RECENT U.S. ADMIN- 
ISTRATION HAS PURSUED A COHERENT POLICY ON THE CORIBBEAN. SO 
IT'S GOOD NEWS THAT UN AMB ADREW YOUNG, THE COUNTRY'S MOST 
CREDIBLE SPOKESMAN IN THE UNDEVELOPED NATIONS, IS SPENDING 
TEN DAYS IN THE ISLANDS AS A FACTFINDER 

FOR PRESIDENT CARTER." ...FROM GEORGETOWN, UPI AUG. 10 MOVED

NOT AS IMPORTANT AS WHETHER IT FEEDS HUNGRY AND PROMOTES 
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ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL JUSTICE. EARLIER A.P. DISPATCH FROM 
SAN JOSE SAID A.I.D. ASST. ADMIN. VALDEZ, TRAVELING 
IN YOUNG PARTY, INDICATED U.S. ASSISTANCE TO COSTA RICA 
WOULD BE "SUBSTANTIALLY INCREASED," IN PART BECAUSE OF
